They profess to be eu?aged in 
obtaining subscribers for a Free-silver 
publication with which they are giving 
away a look written by "Coin" Hikvky. 
whose inmithings are now recognized 
by every intelligent citizen as not only 
false, but intended to deceive and breed 
disquietude and danger to the Republic. 
These men are supported by the owners 
of silver mines who thus seek to induce 
the American people to supply a u 
for their products and are seeking 
this by falsehood and Um spreading of 
doctrines dangerous to the life of the 
Republic. Everybody knows that the 
statements of this class of fakirs who 
were an Important feature of the cam- 
paign of 1880 were absolute lies and 
that their work In the great cities in 
sowing the seeds of dissension last fall 
was even more dangerous Their ap- 
pearance in the country districts now 
will be resented by the good people of 
every com munity. 

The coinage of the Mints of the 
t'nited States, in the fiscal year which 
ends with this month will be in round 
numbers tl0O.0P0.00C, which is a greater 
sum than in any year in the history of 
the country except the year 1881.

The remainder is sil- 
ver, subsidiary and minor coins. The 
coinage of the calendar year 1886 WM 
in round numbers $1K»,CC^,000.

Bbtan, it will be remembered, in his 
speeches last fall triumphantly quoted 
Senator Sherman to the effect that Ml- 
000,000 was necessary to be added to the 
carrency of the country each year to 
keep pace with the growth of the popu- 
lation and business and assumed thai 
since the repeal of the Sherman Law 
there was nothing oa the statute books 
to provide this addition to the currency. 
These official figures which • 
in the calendar year of l&Vrt and the 
fiscal year of 1897 the addition to our 
enrrtney by coinage of gold and silver 
at our own Mints has been two and a 
half times as much as he thus indicates 
was necessary to keep pace with the 
growth of population, destroy the argu 
ments which he and bis free coinage 
associates have made and are still mak- 
ing, that free coinage of silver 
needed to supply the money needed for 
this purpose. When it is considered In 
this connection that the amount oi 
money in circulation today Is 1198,149, 
612 greater than that of a year ago. It 
is not surprising that the advocates of 
free coinage r«eoga.i.o the fact that 
their camse la growing weaker with 
two/7 day's developments.
